Not ooi> are they opposiug 
an inevitable moeewent for the bet- 
ter organization ot commerce and 
the improvement of £004MOM of 
farm life, but they are opposing a 
direct beuclit to themselves. 

The small local dealer, if he keeps 
a stock suited to the needs of his 
community, and if he displays it at- 
tractively, will always retain his 
place. People like to sec goods. 
They like to trade. 'I here is much 
buying that canoot be anticipated. 
Human nature is almost altogether 
in favor of the local dealer, and it is 
the piesent system that puts carriers 
between the dealer and his trade. 

A pareal* post will provide the 
small rural dealer and his customers 
the cheapest and avoid reliable of 
delivciy systems.
